Immediately I thought 
Jisr,' th,-.; ivaij jiisi liie worK we Sal- 
vailonist."! are engaged In, holding out 
the warning signal "Stop," only in a 
greater, higlier. ;i:»d more noble 
senae. 

We may liken the railway watch- 
man to tlie follower of Chrl3l; the 
tracks, to the broad way that leads to 
desinu-tlon; llie train, to tlie death- 
dealing monster, sin.

mie;iip)oymeiit i.s beiiif^ stabilised at a high level. 
Canada, much in need of a larger population, has 
hitherto regarded immigration as a domestic 
problem. Yet it is only one phase of a world 
jirobleiu, since Europe has fully twenty million 
more people and less work proijortionatcly for its 
total popala'.ioii tlian in IflllJ. Australia and New

A Group Age 

The Empire .Settlement Act, 1!)22, providing 
for an annual expenditure of i::i,,ii(i(l,000 for fif- 
tc-en years, was a fine conception — but what ;i 
f:iiUire! When we might h:ive spent .ill&.OOO.OOO 
upon Emjjire migration and settlement, less tliaii 
.tl.OOiJ.OOO have been spent. We need iiot stay 
to apportion the blame,- nor iieetl we waste time 
in excusing ii or trying to explain that it i.s not 
<jc) bill! as i. looks. Results surely sjieak loudly 
enough. 

Since 1(122 there have been two great endea- 
vios .if winch we luive lK-:inl a good deal. The 
:i.mi(l 1'ainllii.s Scheme in Canada and the Group 
Settlements of Western A us: i alia. 

There was nothing heroic or adventurous in 
the (■;,ii-i,ii:iii .-ffMit. It :;:med chiefly at .■secur- 
ing liriti.-ii si',th-rs witli agrieultural experience 
for the ii.-cil!':!'ie!; ef improve. i and aljandoueil 

(,i,v..<n.7... nts (omerned mikli time and labor to 
ti;i:i.-:er the 2,f;:il families ( 1-I,rj00 souls) sailing 
for (■.■iiiadii lip to Deciinber last. Of eoui.se, tiiis 
lias made little difference to Britain's unemployed 
problem, for it sought to oltiacL only that class 
of ]:ibor whicli many thoughtful people ill the 
Homeland think can be ill .spared — becau.se it is 
MP cU.sely associated with an increase In the nuin- 
hor "l" aci-es laid down to grass. 

The Canadian effort has not he,.,, v,..,y costly, 
;iiai if it was in the iiatiiK- of ;ni experimental 
demonstration, we may iiow reasonably expect 
some bold, comprehensive schemes built up on the 
experience gained. If the Governnieiits concerned 
have come to the conclusion tliat the scheme can- 
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not be regarded a.s a .success, then Riirelj' the tSme 
is opportune for an experiment of another kind. 

The Western Australian undertaking was of an 
entirely different character. .A.t a time of need 
it was not only, on a part of that great young 
Ktale, a fine ge.-.turc to the Mother Country, but 
the =pl>9me itself war, c,-nc.-ivc-d i,i a .spirit wonhy 
of the Empire's best traditions and quite in keep- 
ing with the advanced spirit of the age. 

This is a group age, and men and women are 
more likely to move and .settle in groups than 
in any other way. Even the magic of individual 
ownership does not quite eliminate the depressioji 
of i.solation and loneliness whicli disappears in 
Group .Settlement with Wvi tangible value and 
benefits derived from road.s, school.s, ho.spita!s and 
other .social amenities. 

The present .State Government (a Labor 
Governmerf nT,ri ri^f -"-p-Tir:!;!: f;; ..,t..;."'s!i.i.i 
tins Group Scheme, nor its early administra- 
tions) has ju.st completed a thorough overhauling 
of the .scheme and effected a somewhat drastic 
writing downi of valueiS, readjusting and regroup- 
ing many of the holding.s. 

After a debate in Parliament, when reference 
to "wasteful expenditure and mal-administration 
in the past" had been dealt with, the responsible 
Minister declared that "the .scheme will prove 
succe.ssful" . . . and that "in a few years we 
sliall have established a suece.ssful community," 
and thai "indu.stry and the prosperity of Western 
Aiicirnlia v.'il! be enhanced in consequence," 

The cost! Dare I say, "Oh! forget the cost!" 
Surely in comparison with the legacy of misery, 
vice, crime, poverty and demoralization, produced 
by endowed idleness at home, it is .something to 
have "rescued" nearly 10,000 Briti.sh men, women 
ami children — mostly ine.xperionced in agricultural 
work — and placed them ill a sound economic posi- 
tion where, witli reasonably hard work, they are 
well on the way to independence and comfort. 

Dole or Migration 

We are toid that Empire Bettletncnt on a really 
ri'li'ijuate scale v.-ouUI 'or too eosily: thai we caii- 
noi afford to spend the money necessary. Surely 
the ti'ue qut'stion which arise.s is whether the 
large aniounts r Jl 100,000,000 per annum) e.^cpend- 
ed by the .State for the maintenance of workle.ss 
|, eople or for .suh.sidizing .stiuggling industries, 
would not be more wisely and humanely spent in 
e..itablishing ihe .surijlus population in the pioneer- 
ing settlement belt.s that remain available. 

The Empire need not at least be hampered in 
tiiis qucstiov! l-y luck o\ money, iior siiouid it be 
forced to wait upon the selfish considerations of 
any particular class. Anyhow, 1 .submit that it is 
morally wrong to maintain in idleness men and 
women who are able and willing to work, and that 
what i.=; morally wrong cannot be economically 
right! 

No matter at what cost, I think it is 
better to have a family at work produc- 
ing much of its own food and daily re- 
quirements th.an have them depending for 
all the nece.ssities of li-"e un others. 
Still, 1 quite see there may be ground 
for an argument that it might be 
"cheaper" (u keep a mnn either in the 
woikhouse or in prison; but I would hesi- 
tate lo try and b'jilJ an Empire on such 
a basis! 

The .Salvation .Army, easily the largest 
and jirobably tlie best equiijped of the 
Voluntary Societies, has demon.strated 
what criTi i.>" doiic^ in tlie way of trans- 
planting men, women and children. Less 
tlian one per cent of the 200,000 emi- 
grants transferred over.seas during^ the 
past quarter of a century have failed. 
The .Army system, of course, imparts a 
human touch which accounts for much, 
and it presents aiso a unity of control 
almost essential to succe.s.s, 
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experiences led General Booth 
some time i\^o to propose the appointing 
of an lOmiiire Settlement Commis.sion of 
business men uninflueneed by politics 
and furnished with adequate financial 
approijriation for a ten years' program In 
Empire :\Ii'rration and Settlement. Had 
I.nvd Ro:^c>,.'rry'.; .;v_ac^rpM..d Imperial 
Parliament been in Ijeing it would 
iiaiuialiv have taken ill h.and a matter of 
this kin<l. 

During tile past few years we have 
denounced the worship of economic gods

"Brother Tom Mills has taken his 
stand for God again. Praise the 
Lord! 
"Devil defeated! Toronto I." 
"There's a story behind tnis," re- 
marked the -Witor. And there was. 
* * * 

From the time of his initial ven- 
tures ajnong the juvenile mischief- 
making element of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, England, Tom Mills was given 
the prosaic sobriquet of "Pug." This 
title clung to him throughout his 
stormy career. Among the "Peck's 
Bad Boy" type of Newcastle youths, 
"Pug" was a ringleader. His parents 
sent him to Sunday School, but he 
never went. They were not Chris- 
tians; consequeni-iy there were no 
home influences to offset the bane- 
ful effects of street-life. 

A Boot-Black 

X/Ondon's lure eventually drew 
young "Pug," so he ran away to the 
great metropolis. Again he was 
caught in a maelstrom of bad colii- 
pamonships. But one day he was 
picked up by a ieprcscnta.tivc of th^ 
Barnado Boys' Homes, and giver 
shelter in one of theii' institutions. 
The "working out" of one's Salva- 
tion was evidently a practical rule in 
the Home, for "Pug" w-as soon m.ade 
a full-fledged member of the Institu- 
tion's Boot-Blacking Brigade. It was 
whilst operatintr in this capacity that 
he first came in touch with The Sal- 
vation Army. 

Stepney Causeway was his stand, 
and thither many of the Officers 
from The Armv's orieinal Head- 
qusrisrs at Whitjchape! would go for 
a ghoe-ahine. On more than one 



occasion did "Pug" polish Iho shoes 
of The Army's Founder. , , 

One evening "fug" stood wjin u, 
number of the hoot-hlack coterie 
near an Army Open-air. He had be- 
come interested in the singmg when 
suddenly a ruffian, standing nearby, 
tussed a brick into the ring. It 
struck one of the lassies, and "Pug" 
began to boil with resentment. Like 
a flash bis heavy shoe-box was flung 
aloft. It descended with a crash on 
the ijrick-thrower'g skull. "Pug" de- 
cided that his duty was done, and 
fled without awaiting further de- 
^"■lonmentB. His chuckling com- 
patriots iol.ov,'eU suit, ivo orii; .^nciv 
that an urchin boot-black had been 
The Army's defender. 

Seekmg His Fortune 

"Pug" was given an addition to his 
name in London. At home he had 
been unadorned "Pug"; now he became 
"Pug Murphy." This extension was 
suggested by the notorious Charlie 
Iditehell's Boxing Club, with which he 
had become associated. "Murphy" 
lent descriptive iigliting color to an 
otherwise common name, they reason- 
ed. But "Pug" obtained more than 
an augmented title at this school. 
To use the pugilistic parlance, he 
became "pretty handy with his 
dukes." 

London was not destined to become 
the wanderer's home, however. Once 
again he yielded to his nomadic ten- 
dency, anil this time beat Ids way 
cross-country to Liverpool. Here the 
(Treat fH;!:? fnsfinntod him: he. re- 
solved to play the role of stowaway, 
and seek his fortune in America. 
Success attended this venture. He 
made friends with the engineer and 
fireman of a certain vessel, and was 
given ample accommodation in the 
boiler-room. At New York his friends 
got him .safely .ishore at an oppor- 
tune time when no one was watching. 

acquirements stood him in good 
btead. He associ.ited with a low class 
of men and spent his time in brawl- 
ing, drinking niid gambling. His 
lodgings were the very pouvest. For 



a time he became a "gentleman of 
the ioad" and led a rovjiig existence 
... ._j J~.~ the United St-'tj"-" An 
"cca'sional boxing tournament would 
induce him to remain in one locality 
until his money had dwindled away, 
then he would move on. An in- 
satiable appetite for gambling con- 
siderably assisted in the expenditure 
of boxing gains. 

But the glamour of this life soon 
wore away, and Mills, when abnut 
twenty years of age, married a Chris- 
tian girl and settled in Niagara Falls, 
N. Y. His wife's sweet, prayerful 
life exerted a potent influence i upon 

time— not until he was suddenly 
brought face to face with the fact 
one day in New Y'ork City did he 
grasp the full import of that influ- 
ence. 

He had gone to New Y'ork for a 
boxing bout. A colored fighter, 
Harry Lemmons, was the opponent, 
and '-Pug Murphy," in this last en- 
counter of his career, was the victor. 

After ihc buui was over he v.-ent 
with a number of his cronies for a 
stroll down Broadway, We will let 
him continue the tale in his own 
words, for it was at this time that 
the event took place which radically 
transformed his whn|p being.

"Until quite recently 1 have been 
living with my fellow-workers, but a 
month or two ago we secured two 
huts built with bricks (yes, bricks), 
with a grass roof. One of the cham- 
bers serves for provision room, din- 
ing room and workshop; the other 
is bedroom, bathroom, house-keeping 
room and sanctuary. 1 have sawed 
and nailed some boxes to make cup- 
boards, A young workman has, very 
slowly indeed, put some legs to some 
planks, thus making the table and 
chairs. I myself made the table on 
which I mix the flour for making 
bread, and use for writing. 

Primitive Life 

"It is surprising how soon one gets 
used to this primitive life. My hut.-i 
are located in a wonderful country of 
hills, forests and rocks, on a =1.1"? 
between the Officers' house and the 
soh-jiars' huts, I overiook them all. 

'The nearest white Officer."; are at 
Buluwayo, three days' journey by ox- 
v.agon. then eighteen houra in the 
train to Livingstone, and again 
eighteen hours in train to Buluwayo. 
It is a nice little journey. The near- 
est native Officer lives four or five 
days' journey away by ox-wagon. 

"1 speak English with tho youug 
Uanish Officers who are here; one 
of them knows a little German but 
not enough to talk with me. The 
quiet goodness of my comrades has 
created the right atmosphere every- 
where, and wins the confidence of 
the natives. 

A Full Day 

"Generally I come out of the house 
about G o'clock in the morning to be- 
gin my daily work. At 7» o'clock I 
pay a short visit to the School, and 
then people usually come for treat- 
nienU—dreasing, quiniTie or other 
medicine. From 9.30 a.m. to 11.30 
a.m. I teach the Class, and also from 
I'i-'M p.ni. to 'i.ZO p.m. During the 
afternoon 1 give lessons to our native 
teacher, who is not yet sufficiently 
prepareii, -jr 1 do house or school 
work, but It is not easy for I am con- 
stantly disturhnc). 

"Saturday is really the only day 
one can cook -properly, as the other 
(lays ale too busy. But Saturday is 
also sewing day; the people bring me 
jackets and trousers to mend, and I 
.-ilso make new shirts for the men, 
not tc* speak of clothing for children. 
T think with thankfulness of the 
many things which 1 had in my own 
country, but 1 could not go hack 
there, 'for a door is opened unto me,' 
and 1 earnestly desire to accomplish 
the work which the Lord has sent nie 
here for."

A fine aiiditorium is pro- 
vided for religious meetings, -ind a 
large gathering faced the visitors 
for this afternoon service, 

i'he oource of iitrength 

Colonel Morehen introduced the 
Commissioner to this new a.ssembly. 
and again a soiu by our Leader wa.s 
found an effective way of getting 
close up to the men for a stirring 
address on spiritual matters. Look- 
ing over this audience, w-ith its evi- 
dences of intelligence and talent, one 
thought almost inevitably of the pos- 
sibilities here for usefulness and .ser- 
vice to find and men if these hearts 
conld be non for the way of right- 
eousness. With thoughts such as 
these th,! Commissioner poured out 
his heart upon these men, urging and 
pleading with them to seek the 
Saviour, Who alone can repLice 
human weakne.ss with di\dne strength, 
and make the defi-atnil soul a con- 
queror.
